TAFT GRETATEST TRAVELER 


IN AMERICAN PUBLIC LIFE; 


MAN RADIATED CONFIDENCE 


WASHINGTON, March 10.—W}— 
The enduring fame of %the great- 
est traveler in American' public 
life, William Howard Taft, twen- 
ty-seventh president of the United 
States and its tenth chief justice, 
may be ascribed in history to the 
confidence he radiated, and his 
ability to inspire in others an ap- 
preciation of his scrupulous hon- 
esty of purpose and justness 
of 


decision In all problems entrusted- 
to his arbitrament. 


Caring nothing for politics, 
he 


i •j&was not influenced 
by 
partisan 


A) 
.'Ves. With an equitable judi- 
/'^viial mind, inexhaustible patience 
' 
and a dependable serenity, he' had 
the 
exceptionable 
faculty of im- 


pressing upon others the genuine- 
ness of his friendly motives 
and 


his purpose 
to help them bear 


their burdens; to enlighten them 
whenever possible, and to present 
the best available solution for their 
problems. 


His life was unselfishly dedicat- 


ed to the service of his govern- 
ment, and like a patriotic soldier, 
he responded to all demand^ made 
upon him by his commander in 


t chief, the president. 
His real in- 
-^ Iroductlon 
to public 
life 
came 


through President McKinley, of his 
native state of Ohio, who commis- 
sioned him to assist in bringing 
order out of chaos after the Span- 
ish-American war, when the Unit- 
ed States found that it had inher- 
ited from Spain, along with its 
colonial possessions in the Pacific, 
the grave obligation of shaping the 
destinies of the Asiatic races in- 
habiting the islands. 


Realizes Great Ambition. 
By a strange poincidence it was 


another Ohioan, President Hard- 
ing, 
who 
made it possible 
for 


him to realize the/ greatest ambi- 
tion of his life. Mr. Taft was the 
first man In our history to fill the 
two great offices of chief execu- 
tive and chief magistrate. 
Repre- 


sentatives in congress frequently 
have been elected to the presiden- 
cy, and a president once became a 
congressman,, but never before had 
any one served as the head of the 
two great administrative and judi- 
cial coordinate branches of 
the 


government. 


Mr. Taft was precipitated 
into 


politics from a law office in Cin- 
cinnati. 
Oddly enough both 
he 


and Theodore Roosevelt became 
known in Washington public life 
about the same time. 
They first 


met when Mr. Roosevelt was civil 
service commissioner and Mr. Taft 
was solicitor general. 
They were 


quickly attracted 
and there began 


to each other, 
the friendship 


which resulted in the dominating 
influence Mr. Roosevelt later exer- 
cised over his friend's political ca- 
reer. 


Mr. Rosevclt.generally was cred- 


ited with making Mr. Taft presi- 
dent, and most-political observers 
agree ahat he unmade him 
four 


years later. Backed by the Roose- 
velt influence, Mr. Taft was elect- 
ed president in 1908 by the over- 
whelming majority of 321 electoral 
votes out of a total of 48S. With 
the Roosevelt 
influence 
against 


him and Col. Roosevelt himself a. 
candidate on a third party ticket 
in 3912, Mr. Taft received but 
a 


paltry eight votes out of a total of 
531. 


It was said of Mr. Taft at this 


|V;limo that although he was 
tha 


: \vorst defeated president he was 
the best loser of any. He left the 
White Hfiuse in the happiest frame 
of mind", apparently 
glad to lay 


down the cares-of state, which had 
been far greater than he anticipat- 
ed. 


Republicans Split. 
' His brief tenure in the office of 
president'was made notable by the 
greatest split that had ever' occur- 
red in the Republican party, and 


later's feelings against Mr. Taft 
tried to convince the president that 
the colonel was openly arrayed 
against him. But Mr. Taft 
re- 


mained unconvinced almost up to 
tho time the split came in the Chi- 
cago convention of 1912 and the 
Progressive party took the field 
with Col. Roosevelt in the saddle. 


Greets News With Smile 


To all who rushed to him with 


an "I told you so," Mr. Ta'ft re- 
plied only "with one of his toler- 
ant smiles. Not once did he utter 
a harsh word toward the man he 
always referred to as "the presi- 
dent." 


"I learned to call him that while 
I was in his. cabinet," said Mr. 
Taft, "and 
somehow / or other I 


cannot think of him in any other 
light."

friends urged him to drop both Pln- 
chot and Ballinger and thus get rid 
of the trouble all at once, but Mr.

justice—have won for him the dis- 
tinction of being called a poor pol- 
itician. Mr. Taft will never under-

He was assist- 
ant prosecuting attorney of Ham- 
i.lton; county, Ohio, at 23 years of 
age; collector of Interrjal revenue 
at 24; judge of the superior court 
of Ohio at 29; solicitor general of 
the United States at 32;' judge 
of the federal circuit court at 34; 
civil governor of the Philippine Is- 
lands at 43; secretary of war in 
the Roosevelt cabinet at 46; and 
president of the United States at 
Si. At the age of 55 he was again 
a private citizen, later becoming 
chief justice at the age of 63. 
It was this equipment of a won- 


derful record in public office that 
led so many people to predict that 
Mr. Taft would make an ideal 
president. His training, they said, 
had all been in that direction and 
he would bring to the office a 
broader and more varied exper- 
ience in public affairs than any 
other president 
previously could 
boast. 


Not a Politician 


After he was Installed in the 
white house, however, many of 
Mr. Taft's most loyal friends real- 
ized that perhaps his training had 
not been altogether of the right 
sort. 
His offices had been held 


almost wholly 
through 
appoint- 
ments. 
He had been before the 


electorate but once in all his pub- 
lic career prior to the time he 
was elected to the presidency. This 
was when he successfully offered 
for election to a full term as su- 
perior court judge in Ohio after 
having served on that bench by 
appointment as successor to Jud- 
son Harmon, who had been invit- 
ed info the Cleveland cabinet. 
Mr. Taft, 
therefore, 
had 
not 


been raised in the school of prac- 
tical politics; he had not rubbed 
elbows with the men in the politi- 
cal trenches, nor fought his way 
up from the ranks. Consequently, 
he lacked that keen insight, into 
the motives and the methods of 
the 
practical 
politician 
which 
many of his .'predecessors had pos- 
sessed in large degree and had 
used in effective 
measure. 


Public 
office had been thrust 


upon Mr. Taft all the way up to 
the 
highest gift of the 
people. 


The stage always was set in ad- 
vance and the carpet laid -for his 
triumphal entry into some new 
berth of public trust. 
And so it 


was that Mr. Taft could not un- 
derstand the ravenous appetite of 
many of the men of party poli- 
tics, he could not comprehend the 
thirst for office, the cry for pre- 
ferment beneath the political plum 
tree, the storm for place on the 
public 
payroll that 
raged 
and 


howled about him the moment he 
was seated in the presidential chair. 
Mr. Taft could not conceive the 
ambition nursed in the breast of 
the average political worker. In 
all his public career up to the 
very portal of the white house he 
had never- held an office which 
carried patronage with it. 


Office Seekers Tried Patience

It is known that some of Col. 


Roosevelt's friends in Washington 
did not fare as well at the hands 
of the Taft administraion as they 
had expected; and it is also known 
that Mr. Taft as president did not 
consult the colonel so freely as he 
did when he was in the subordi- 
nate position of secretary of war 
In the Roosevelt cabinet. Letters 
dispatched from the White' House 
to the wilds of Africa yrere fa\v 
and far between, and It was later 
intimated by some of Mr. Taft'a 
friends that this silence on the part 
of the new president was not re- 
garded with great favcr by his old 
chief. Then, too, it was said that 
Col. Roosevelt felt that Mr. Taft 
had not been as assidious In devel- 
oping and carrying forward 
the 


"Roosevelt policies" as the former 
president had expected. 


Break With Roosevelt. 
In any event it developed that by 


the time Col. Rosevelt 
emerged- 


from the jungle and headed back to 
the United States tho "break" was 
an established fact—established to 
everybody except President Taft. 
He was the last to acknowledge 
that Col. Roosevelt';! feelings to- 
ward him had changed and he re- 
fused for several years to believe 
that Col. Roosevelt had determin- 
ed to array himself in opposition. 
Rome of Col. Roosevelt's Washing- 
ton friends hastened to meet him 
as he came from Africa and it was 
believed in Washington that they 
had much to do with influencing 
him against Mr. Taft. These m?n 
later v/ere prominent in the coun- 
cils of the Progressive pavty. They 
had clashed, with Mr. Taft from 
almost the first day of his admin- 
istration. 


Shortly after his return to Amer- 


ica, in 1910, Col. Rosevelt called on 
President 
Taft at 
the summer 


iVhite House in Beverly,

fhose who witnessed this meeting 
will never forget it. There was r-. 
brave display of the old cordiality

Mr. Taft took many of the trips 
for which he was famous as pres- 
ident just to get away from the 
sordid office-seeker. 
He declared 


it was the only way he could get 
a moment's rest. The secret serv- 
ice men who went along wore as 
carefully warned against 
office- 


seekers as they were against sus- 
picious "cranks." 


Was Party Man. 
The feeling that he was a party 


man and owed a lasting debt of 
gratitude to the Republican party 
for having bestowed the Presiden- 
cy upon him, led Mr. Taft to give 
perhaps too willing an ear to the 
men he regarded as dominating 
Republican forces at the National 
Capital. 
For his 
intimacy with 


Senator Aldrich and his many con- 
sultations with Speaker Cannon and 
others who were regarded as re- 
actionaries by the Progressive wing 
of the party, Mr. Taft was sharply 
and constantly arraigned. Mr. Taft 
was not particularly fond of Mr. 


the survival of the fittest." 


Outspoken In AU Things. 


Mr. Taft's natural bent was to be 
outspoken at all times and after 
he became President he chafed un- 
der the repeated urgings of his po- 
litical advisers to 
say 
certain 


things and not to say others. As 
a judge Mr. Taft had rendered de- 
cisions which brought him into con- 
flict with organized labor. He was 
at one time urged not to discuss 
these decisions, but he did so when- 
ever the occasion warranted. 
He 


was at his best as a speaker when 
addressing a hostile audience. His 
prepared addresses were 'never so 
good as those extemporaneously de- 
livered. Under such circumstances 
the instinct of the advocate always 
told in Mr. Taft's favor. 


Feeling that the nature of his 


office limited the expression of 
many of his real views of life 
and politics, Mr. Taft delighted to 
have about him a little circle of 
friends to whom he could speak 
freely. 
, 
Traveled Much 


He did not know the people of 


his own country as well as he 
would have liked and he sought 
to make up for a previous lack 
of intimate association with them 
by his many travels. 
He found, 


however, that meeting the people 
as president was different 
from 


fighting his way up among them. 
At a time when his travels were 
criticized as excessive, Mr. Taft 
once told an intimate friend: 
' 
"It seems to me that I ought to 


travel as much as I can. I have 
seen very little of the people in 
spite of my long years in public 
office and the people have seen 
very little of me. I thought that 
by traveling I could give, them an 
opportunity to look me over and 
see what manner of man I am. 
Comp'aratively few people get to 
Washington and yet I cannot but 
feel that a majority of the people 
would like to see the man. who 
for the time being is the head of 
their government—their choice for 
their highest office." 


In all his travels, Mr. Taft let 


it be understood that automobile 
parades through the cities were to 
be a part of each program. He 
wanted to see and be seen by as 
many people as possible. Mr. Taft 
liked to travel. 
In fact he had 


gained such wide fame as a globe- 
trotter that when inaugurated on 


facetious- 
the first 


March 4, 1909, 
some 


writers hailed him as 
"traveling man" to be elected pres- 
ident of the United States. His 
predecessor, Mr. Roosevelt, 
had 


been something of a traveler, but 
Mr. Taft 
broke all presidential 
records during the four years he 
was in the white house and set a 
mark that probably will stand for 
many years to come. 


He used every means of trans- 


portation except an airplane. "My 
style of architecture 
was 
not 


adopted to the flying machine," he 
said. "I would have capsized the 
stablest of them." 


His real official travel began In 


1900 
when 
President 
McKinley 


made him chairman of the Philip- 
pine commission. Later, becoming 
civil governor of the islands, it 
was necessary for,) him to visit 
Washington 
to appear before a 


congressional committee, and he 
made the trip from Manila by 
way of tho Mediterranean to con- 
fer with Pope Leo XIII on' the 
friar lands, thus completing his 
first 
circumnavigation 
of 
the 
globe. 


Made Cabinet Member 
Later on Colonel Roosevelt sum- 


moned him to Washington to join 
the cabinet, but he soon returned 
to the Philippines with a congres- 
sional party, and two years later 
again visited the archipelago to 
open the New National Assembly, 
on the latter occasion returning 
to the United States through Si- 
beria and Europe, completing his 
second circle of the world. While 
secretary of war he visited Pan- 
ama 
seven tiirfes in connection 


with the construction of the canal, 
and was sent to Cuba to adjust 
affairs there arising out of the in- 
surrection, 
becoming provisional 
governor of the island.

the country as far west as Den- 
ver, and as president he made two 
long trips through the country, 
visiting the Pacific coast as well 
as

He did not believe he had a right 
to infringe upon the prerogatives 
of the legislative branch by dictat- 
ing what Congress should do. de- 
spite the fact that such precedents 
already had been 'set at the White 
House. 


Ballinger-Pinchot Dispute. 


The 
Ballinger-Pinchot 
dispute 
over the conservation of natural re- 
sources which marked the earlier 
days of the 
Taft administration 


brought out a typical phase of Mr. 
Taft's character. 
He did not re- 


gard the controversy as serious at 
first, but was rather inclined to 
look only at what he regarded as 
the humorous side of meetings be- 
twen the two men. When the full 
seriousness of the 
affair 
finally 
came home to him, Mr, Taft found 
himself in deeper than the imagin- 
ed. The President had great regard 
both for Pinchot and for Ballinger. 
He particularly felt that the latter 
was being badly misrepresetned and 
unjustly assailed. 


It was perhaps due to the feel- 


bows with his fellow man, and 
feeling that so far as his official 
duties would permit his time be- 
longed to *.ha-,people, he accept- 
ed macy of tiiB'innumerable invl- 
tations he

received. 


He was always a good traveller, 
able to sleen well under all con- 
ditions, whether on boat, train or 
automobile, seldom tiring.

ized, Chief Justice Taft, when he 
went to the highest court in tho 
world, was welcomed by Justice 
Day, also of Ohio, with whom he 
had served as a member of the 
United States circuit court of ap- 
peals for the sixth circuit. The

court. Justice Lurton, who he had 
appointed to the supreme bench, 
had died, however, as had anoth- 
er of his appointees, Justice La 
mar, and Justice Hughes, a third 
appointee, had resigned to become 
a presidential candidate. 
There- 


fore when he succeeded the chief 
justice he had appointed Mr. Taft 
found only two of his appointees, 
Justices Van Devanter and Pit- 
ney, wearing the robes of the su- 
preme court. 
At the far end of 


the bench to his right there sat a 
man who as prosecutor before a 
congressional 
investigating 
com- 


mittee, had taken such a promi- 
nent part In the Ballinger case, 
and who had contributed in part 
to shaping Mr. Taft's political des- 
tinies—Justice Brandels. 


Walks Much 


To obtain during the sessions of 


the court the exercise he found so 
effective In maintaining his physi- 
cal stamina, the chief justice walk- 
ed from his residence to the capi- 
tol, where the court has its cham- 
bers, whenever weather permitted. 
Swinging along at a rapid pace he 
would cover the two miles or more 
reaching his office aglow, he was 
ready, after a vigorous rubdown 
for the tedious, trying hours of 
court proceedure. While some of 
ils colleagues frequently dozed up- 
on the 
bench, he 
was 
always 


acutely alive to everything going 
on In' the court, and the exacting 
duties of the office robbed him 
of none of his jovial good nature. 
His hearty laughter 
often 
dis- 


pelled the heavy, depressing air 
of the chamber. 
He not only en- 
joyed the humor of counsel inter- 
jected during oral arguments, but 
he would punctuate the profound 
discussions 
of • serious-m i n d e d 


counsel intent upon paralyzing the 
court with the1 great weight of 
their learning, by some apt sug- 
gestion or comment, which his 
colleagues upon the bench and tho 
court habitues learned to look for 
to enliven the monotony of the 
proceedings. 


Mr. Taft did not shirk anv of 


the burdensome work of the caurt. 
As chief justice it fell to him to 
assign the cases among the jus- 
tices for the preparation of opin- 
ions when the court found that it 
had reached a decision, and the 
records of the court show that he 
retained substantially as many fir 
himself as he gave any of his as- 
sociates. 


The chief justice was a golfer, 


but he found 
little opportunity 


during the term of the court to 
engage in the game. 
On those 
days during the term when the 
court was not in session the chief 
justice, when he did not have his 
walk to the capitol, could be seen 
upon the country roads out for a 
hike, often unaccompanied, dress- 
ed in old clothes, with heavy 
shoes, an old delapidated hat or a 
cap, and frequently wearing a 
sweater.Logical and Available 


Mr. Taft's friends ascribed his 


activity in public life to his being 
the "logical" . man always 
avail- 


able, and not the "active" candi- 
date. 
The only fight he ever 
made for office he lost when he 
sought and was defeated for re- 
election as president. 
During the eight years of his re- 


tirement to private life Mr. Taft 
maintained a residence at New 
Haven, Conn. Although as presi- 
dent he failed to profit by news- 
paper publicity, he found the press 
a valuable avenue of presenting to 
the people his views on questions 
of national importance, thus after 
his active official life he returned 
to writing for the newspapers. His 
first serious work in life had been 
as a reporter 
upon 
Cincinnati 


newspapers, and that experience 
stood him in good stead when he 
decided to keep in touch with the 
public. 
His advocacy of arbitra- 


tion in the settlement of disputes 
between nations, however, was not 
confined to the newspapers. 
He 


went upon the lecture platform, 
and in the heat of the campaign 
precipitated 
on 
the 
League of 


Nations, Mr. Taft, a former repub- 
lican president, in support of his 
.views on the subject which he 
had given the form of treaties, 
but which were not ratified by 
the senate, was found upon the 
same stage with President Wilson, 


democrat, 
asking 
public ap- 


proval of the Versailles treaty and 
other Issues growing out of the 
Paris 
conference following 
the 


war. While at New Haven, in ad- 
dition to the professorship of law, 
he .was president of the League 
to Enforce Peace, and diligently 
labored to promote its objects by 
the use of the platform and 
the 
press. 
His National War Labor 


board work, and his Canadian ar- 
bitration completed his other Im- 
portant duties. He actively parti- 
cipated in the Hughes campaign 
in 1916 and the Harding campaign 
of 1920. 


Married Cincinnati Girl. 
Mr. Taft married, when he was 


29 years old, Helen Herron, daugh- 
ter of John W. Herron of Cin- 
cinnati, and by her had three 
children, Robert, Helen and Char- 
les. He was devoted to his wife 
and family. On his many travels 
not a day went by that he did 
not write or telegraph to Mrs.! 
Taft. 


He was a splendid bridge play- 
er, but during the time he was 
in 
the White House 
he 
never 


played for 
even

stakes, although he did not ob- 
ject to others at the table hav- 
ng a wager on the game and 
very 
often would keep the ac- 


count of the play. The President 
particularly loved to play bridge 
on his railway journeys. It was 
a form of recreation and relax- 
ation for him after a hard day of

and 
speech-making. 


Often 
he would ^'?lt up in his 


Drivate car as late as 2 o'clock

the morning playing bridge. 
The game usually was made up 
of the President, "Archie" Butt, 
a newspaper man who accomp.an- 
ed him on his travels, and a 
Secret Service operative. Each of 
these players was always address- 
ed by his first name. Occasion- 
ally the Secret Service man would

was accorded honors the like of 
which has seldom been bestowed 
upon a visiting jurist. He was 
made an honorary bencher of the

H. Choate and John W. Davis. 
His first social engagement of the 
visit was the

LORAIN, Ohio, Mar. 7 — 


(ff>)—A 
grim battle between 


a steel-armored rum boat 
and a coast guard cutter on 
Lake Erie ended today with 
capture of the runner and 
its crew of two men. 
The 


coast guard boat was ram- 
med in the battle, and one of the 
crew of the runner was \vounded 
twice in the hail of bullets poured 
into the rum boat from rifles and 
a one pounder. 


The captured ship, 65 feet long, 


was taken to Lorain harbor. 
It 


had 1,600 cases of Canadian liquor 
aboard. 
The wounded man, who 


said he was Fred Hentrie of De- 
troit, was taken to a Lorain hos- 
pital. 
His condition was critical. 


His companion, who gave the name 
of Joe Hanna, was held- at Lorain 
police station pending federal ac- 
tion. 


The coast guard poat, the C. G. 


106. was stove in at the middle 
just above the water line where it 
was hit by the prow of the run- 
ner, running at full speed. 
There 


were many marks of battle on the 
rum runner also, which the coast 
guards said was the Sambo G., of 
Port Stanley, Ont. 


The battle began last night and 


continued for several hours. Cap- 
tain J. T. Hagglove, in command 
of the C.G.-108 first saw the rum 
runner about 15 miles off Cleveland. 
Fifteen srots were fired across the 
runner's bow, but they were un- 
heeded, Hagglove said. 
Bullets Bounced Off 


When the firing began, the Sam- 


bo G., turned westward, but could 
not escape. 
Captain Hagglove or- 


dered his crew to fire on the fugi- 
tive ship, but the runners paid no 
attention. Tracer bullets then were 
used, and Hagglove was surprised 
to sec them bounce off the target. 


Then one-pounders 
next 
were 


shot against the Sambo G., and 
the firing became regular, but the 
crew of the rum runner did not fire 
back. 


Suddenly the rum runner turned 


and charged the cutter, striking it 
amidship, then it pulled away and 
continued the flight. 


An hour later the cutter came 


close enough again for the guards- 
men to board the Sambo G. They 
were unresisted. Hanna was found 
lying down on the floor to escape 
the bullets. 
Hentrie was in the 


pilot 
house, prostrate, with two 


bullet wounds in his back.

The distribution and 
manufact- 


uring census of this 'district, em- 
bracing the counties of Navarro, 
Ellis. Limestone and 
Freestone 


counties, with Edmund L. Dupuy of 
Corsicana as director, will be under 
way within the next few days In 
Corsicana. Enumerators are now 
busy in all of the four counties 
in the smaller towns and rural com- 
munities on this phase. About 400 
schedules have already been receiv- 
ed at the headquarters of the dis- 
trict in the post office 
building 


here. 


The selection of the population 


enumerators will be made about 
March 15 and 
on 
April 2, 
the 


enumerators will begin their work 
of securing the information desired 
and required in the fifteenth decen-> 
nial census of the United States. 


The original purpose of the cen- 


sus, according to the information 
sent out from the census 
head- 


quarters, was to ascertain the pop- 
ulation of the various states as a 
basis for the 
apportionmnet of 


representatives in congress. At the 
present time, however, the census 
extends over unemployment, agri- 
cultrt'e, irrigation, drainage, man- 
ufacture, mining and distribution 
in addition to the people. 


Distribution is the new subject 


In the census this year. It is being 
gathered as a census of trade, to 
secure statistics on wholesale and 
retail merchandising, and the num- 
ber of pel-sons employed. 


Uneitiployment is also a new sub- 


ject in the census. 


More than 100,000 men and wo- 


men will be used in the work of 
taking the census on population 
and agriculture during April, going 
from house to house to collect and 
record the information. There are 
574 census supervisors. 


Each enumerator is required to 


fill out a trest schedule, and then 
it is corrected and graded before 
they are appointed.

Retroactive provisions per- 
taining to deductions of estate and 
inheritance taxes are found in the 
revenue act. 


Postage is not a tax. Automobile 


license fees are ordinarily deducti- 
ble. Customs duties paid by a per- 
son on articles for his own use are 
deductible. Import or tariff duties 
paid in the operation of a business 
are deductible as taxes, provided 
they are not added to or made a 
part of the expenses of the business 
or the cost of the merchandise with 
respect to which they are paid.

one of the oldest agricultural sec- 
tions of the state, and in 
the 
heart of a territory - that In past 
decades 
played 
important 
roles 


in Texas history. Its soil is of 
the rich black alluvial type, whose 
maximum productivity has never 
been determined. The farm is own- 
ed by Robert M. MacFarlin, mil- 
lionaire oil man and philanthropist 
of Tulsa, Okla., and San Antonio, 
Texas, and the management is 
vested in the hands of Ed Gam- 
mon, his nephew. 


A majority of the building acti- 


vity on this gigantic farm is re- 
sulting from a drastic change in 
policy. Although it is one of the 
best 
cotton 
producing areas in 


the entire cotton belt, only about 
600 acres are planted in staple in 
1930, 
and after this crop no more 


will be planted, and the entire 
farm will be devoted to the rais- 
ing of feedstuffs, hogs, and 
the 


feeding of beef cattle. 


"There's no money In cotton," 


was the blunt way in which the 
owner of the plantation expressed 
•lis reason for making the grand 
experiment, which calls for an un- 
usual outlay of cash and prepara- 
tion. Some 1900 acres will be de- 
voted in the future to raising of 
alfalfa, 
sudan 
and 
headed feed 


crops; the remainder of the farm 
unoccupied by buildings will be 
devoted to grazing lands for hogs 
and cattle. All of the land is sub- 
irrigated 
and will produce sev- 


eral crops of hay and coverage 
annually. 


And with the change from cot- 


ton to livestock, another farm will 
end the era of mule and horse- 
power as the tractor 
supplants 


the old traditional motive force. 
Only about thirty head of mules 
will be retained and five tractors 
are now in service. 


With the revamping of the farm 


policies comes also the revamp- 
ing 
of the 
entire 
farm 
plans. 


Additional quarters are being built 
for "straw bosses" and sub-man- 
agers near the main building which 
houses 
the 
manager's 
quarters, 


kitchen and dining room. 


A large feeding barn and black- 


smith .«hop is located near the 


main building at present, but in 
the future all of the farm acti-

vities will be centered on a now 
location about half a mile away 
from the living quarters, and as 
soon as practicable the 
present 


barns will be moved to the new 
location and the grounds changed. 


Realizing the need for an intri-. 


cate and speedy system of roads 
on the huge farm, Mr. MacFarlin 
has purchased a drag-line levee 
machine and is excavating gravel 
from a pit near the main levee 
and building all necessary veins 
of transportation. 
Gravel is also 


being obtained for building pur- 
poses. 


On the new center of activity 


will be located a huge hog barn, a 
feed warehouse 
of 3000 ton 
ca- 
pacity and a series of concrete 
elevators that will embody a num- 
ber 
of 
engineering innovations, 


such as electrical heaters for dry- 
ing the silage after it is stored, 
and others. 


Electric power will be furnished 


by a generator run by a Deisel 
engine, and practically all of the 
machinery' on the 
farm will be 


electrically operated. 


At present about 150 men are 


employed on the farm to cultivate 
the cotton, feed crops, care for the 
white-faced Herefords and .blood- 
ed pigs; but after 1930 the -num- 
ber will be reduced. 


When the present group of im- 


provements 
are 
completed, 
the 


farm will represent an investment 
of approximately three-quarters of 
a million dollars. 


"And there's no reason why it 


shouldn't pay." was the owner's 
summary of the prospects of the 
great plantation.
